LONDON RUMOR 
PUTS CAPT. SCOTT 
AT SOUTH POLE 


Englishman Seeking Goal in Ant- 
arctic Regions 21 Months— 
Wife Has No News. 
EXPEDITION WELL FITTED 
Half of the 60 Men Who Ac- 


companied Him Picked Sail- 
ors—28 Scientists. 


By Associated Press. $ 
LONDON, March 6.—A rumor is pub- 


lished in an evening paper that Capt. 

Robert F. Scott, the British Antarctic 

explorer, has reached the South Pole. 
Mrs. Scott declares that she has heard 


{nothing from her husband and there is 


no confirmation obtainable from any 
source. 


Twenty-one months ago, June 1, 1910, 
Capt. Robert Falcon Scott, R. N., 
Started his South polar expedition from 
London in the hope of winning for the 
British nation the honor of first flying 
the Union Jack at the South Pole. 
achieving thereby the distinction that 
Commander Peary had secured for the 
United States at the North Pole. 

The Terra Nova-left the London docks 
with what was regarded as the most 
completely and carefully equipped volar 
expedition that had ever been organized. 
The British nation had been called upon 
in patriotic terms to supply the funds. 

The country had been aroused by the 
success of Commander Peary no less 
than by the achievements of Sir Ernest 
who about the time that 
Peary reached the North Pole was es- 
tablishing a 
miles of the Antarctic extremity. The 
response was immediate and $200,000 was 
raised, half by public subscription, the 
other half by Government grant. 

The evpedition consisted of 60 men, 
half of them picked sailors and %- of 
them scientists of repute. Twenty Si- 
berian ponies, such as Shackleton. found 
50 well adapted for the werk, 4 dogs 
and two motor sledges were shipped in 
New Zealand. 

Others Who Are With Him. 

The principal officers and scientists 
besides Capt. Scott are: Lieut. E. R. G. 
Evans, R. N., second in command; Dr. 
Ee. A. Wilson, chief of scientic staff, 
zoologist and artist; Lieut. H. E. de P. 
Rennick, R. N..; E. W. Nelson, biologist; 
A. Cherry Gerrard, assitsant zoologist; 
H. G. Ponting, photographer; B. ©. Day, 
motor engineer; W. G. Thompson, ge- 
ologist, and C. S. Wright, chemist. Al 
these, called the “‘Western party,’”’ were 
to be landed at MacMurdo Sound, the 
main base, in January, 1911, for the pur- 
pose of establishing a winter station 
and lay depots to the south of the great 
ice barrier. 

The ‘Eastern party”’ had as a leader 
Lieut. V. L. A. Campbell, R. N., and 
Lieut. H. L, Pennell, R. N., experts in 
magnetic and meteorological work; 
Lieut. H. R. Bowers, royal Indian ma- 
rine, engineer; Lieut. E. W. Riley, R. 
N., doctor, bacteriologist; F. R. Drake, 
R. N., secretary. 

From London the Terra Nova went to 
Cardiff to coal and then proceeded to 
Madeira. Cape Town was the next port 
of call, followed by Melbourne, Lyttle- 
ton and New Zealand, which was 
reached in October, 1910. Here Capt. 


Scott joined the ship with his ponies and 


dogs. MacMurdo Sound, the main base, 
was reached in January, 1911, after an 
adventurous voyage, during which the 
vessel was nearly lost in a heavy gale. 
Winter quarters were established at 
Cape Evans, owing to the heavy ice 
pack, which made a change of plans 
necessary.

Kruckemeyer Said to Have Left 
Mrs. Hirsch’s Apartments 
as Wife Knocks. 


POLICE GET A RIOT CALL 


They Find Woman Named in Di- 
vorce Suit Hiding in Base- 
ment, Wife in Auto. 


When Mrs. Mary Kruckemeyer, 5108 
Maple avenue, got a telephone message 
Tuesday afternoon that her husband was 
in the apartments of Mrs. Lilian Hirsch, 
5508 Vernon avenue, she didn’t even wait 
for wraps but hastened as fast as she 
could to the Hirsch home. 

As she approached Mrs. Hirsch’'s 
apartment she recognized as her hus- 
band’s an automobile in front of the 
place. A negro laundress and Mack 
Childrey, janitor of the apartments, say 
the woman was breathless and pale 
when she reached Mrs. Hirsch’s door. 


Door Bolted, Say Witnesses. 
According to police investigation and 


statements of these two witnesses, this 
is what happened: 

Mrs. Kruckemeyer rang the bell and 
pounded on the door until Mrs. Hirsch 
—who was known in the apartment as 
‘Mrs. Klein—came to the door. When 
she recognized Mrs. Kruckemeyer the 
other woman slammed the door and 
bolted it. 

A few second later a man, whom the 
janitor says he positively identified as 
Kruckemeyer, slipped out of Mrs. 
Hirsch’s apartments, went down the 
rear stairs into the basement, passed 
through the janitor’s rooms, scaled two 
six-foot fences in the rear and disap- 
peared. 

Barred out of the house, Mrs. Krucke- 
meyer stopped in the corridor a few 
minutes to talk to the laundress, who 
was leaving the building. After that she 
called Childrey, asked him about her 
husband’s actions and returned fo the 
corridor in front of Mrs. Hirsch’s door, 

When she returned, the laundress de- 
clares, Mrs. Hirsch opened the door and 
cried out to Mrs. Kruckemeyer: 

“Get out of here, you.” 

The negress says the wife became fren- 
zied at this remark. She ran toward the 
other woman, screaming, but Mrs. 
Hirsch again slammed the door and 
bolted it. Mrs. Kruckemeyer kicked out 
the panel of glass in the door. 

While the wife was raging upstairs 
and vainly trying to get into Mrs. 
Hirsch’s apartments, Mrs. Hirsch slipped 
downstairs and begged the janitor to 
hide her. He ‘sent her into his rooms 
in the basement and locked the door on 
her. 


Riot Call Sent to Police 
Meantime, somebody had halanhoned 


a riot call to the police. A sergeant 
and three patrolmen went to the place 
in a patrol] wagon, to find Mrs. Krucke- 
meyer sitting calmly in her husband's 
automobile and everything in confusion 
around the apartment house. The po- 
licemen later found Mrs. Hirsch in the 
basement and questioned her. 

Mrs. Kruckemeyer drove away in the 
machine as soon as a chauffeur could 
be obtained from a neighboring garage. 

Others who live in the apartment say 
Mrs. Hirsch had occupied her rooms as 
Mrs. Klein since last fall. A son 9 or WW 
years old lives with her. 

The Kruckemeyers were married 26 
years ago. Last July the wife filed 
suit for divorce, alleging she had found 
a package of “mushy” love letters 
from another woman in her husband’s 
automobile. She named Mrs. Hirsch as 
corespondent. 

A few weeks after the filing of the 
suit the pair became reconciled and the 
action was dropped. 

At that time Mrs. Hirsch lived at 
1347 Arlington avenue. Mrs. Krucke- 
meyer charged that her husband some- 
times remained away from home for 
weeks and that he went on automobile 
and steamboat trips with Mrs. Hirsch. 
Kruckemeyer, with grown sons as part- 
ners, is a meat packer at 3855 North 
Market Street.

(Tex.) Pastor for Revenge, 
He Says Before Death. 


BAD TREATMENT ALLEGED 


Rancher’s Son Eloped With 
Banker’s Wife and Rancher 
Was Slain by Financier. 


By Associated Press. 
GEORGETOWN, Tex., March 6.—The 


Rev. John T. Sneed was killed here to- 
day by one of his former tenants, R. O. 
Hillard. The assassin killed himself. He 
said he shot for revenge. 

John T. Sneed was the father of John 
Beal Sneed, the Amarillo banker. The 
latter recently was tried for the killing 
of Capt. A. G. Boyce, rancher. The first 
tragedy, which occurred at the Metro- 
politan Hotel the night of Jan. % in 
Fort Worth, was the sequel to the elope- 
ment of Capt. Boyce’s son with Sneed’s 
wife. 

The Sneed trial was not decisive, the 
jury failing to agree after being out for 
days. 

Tragedy at Postoffice. 

Hillard met Sneed in front of the post- 


stantly. Then he killed himself. He 
left a note saying Sneed had treated 
him badly and that he first had intend- 
ed to kill Sneed and then feign insan- 
ity. 

At first it was erroneously said that 
Al Boyce, whose elopement with John 
Beal Sneed’s wife started a feud, had 
done the shooting. It is believed young 
Boyce remains in Manitoba. 

Was Retired Minister. 

Hillard used a 45-caliber revolver and 
after the minister fell he fired two bul- 
lets into his own body. 

The series of events which brought 
the Sneed and Boyce families before 
the public began when A. G. Boyce 
eloped to St. Louis and then to Winni- 
peg with Mrs. John Beal Sneed. Her 
husband, son of the man killeu today, 
followed and brought his wife back 
from Winnipeg, while A. G. Boyce Jr. 
remained in Canada. 

Sneed had retired from the ministry 
and devoted his time to his ranches. 
Founded a Waco Church, 
Hillard had been a former tenant of 
the Sneed farm in Falls and Milan 
counties. When the body of Hillard 
was searched, a bottle half full of whis- 

ky was found. 

The Rev. J. T. Sneed was 63 years 
old and a pioneer of Texas. He was 
a wealthy land owner in Milan, Wil- 
liamson, Falls, Robertson, McLennan, 
Potter and other counties. -His father, 
the Rev. J. P. Sneed, founded the First 
Methodist Church in Waco, in the ’40s. 

He leaves a wife and 10. children, 
among them Joseph T. Sneed Jr., John 
Beal, Mrs. Terry Thompson of Ama- 
rillo, S. M. Sneed of Calvert, Miss.; 
Bond and Phillips Sneed of George- 
town. 

Witnesses to the tragedy say that 
Capt. Sneed did not see his assailant or 
speak a word. He was looking at his 
mail when shot. He fought to acquit 
his son of the murder of Capt. Boyce.

Deeds in Hacrow. 

Before Putnam took the stand W. H. 
Barnes of Clayton, secretary of the St. 
Louis County Land Title Co., testified 
that two deeds of trust, one for $150,000 
at 8 per cent interest, and one for $450,- 
000 at 6 per cent, were deposited in es- 
crow with the title company.. They cov- 
ered the property on which the Nation- 
al Daily and Woman's Magazine build- 
ings stood. The title company also held 
the principal notes and the interest 
notes, and certified to the collateral 
notes, which Lewis sold to investors. 
These notes, he testified, were sent to 
the company to be certified by the secre- 
tary as being secured by mortgage. The 
stubs were retained by the title com- 
pany in a book, and the notes, as they 
came back, were pasted to the stubs. 
‘Lhe witness produced the deeds of trust, 
the principal note and the stub book. 

Used Rubber Stamp. 

In answer to questions concerning his 
correspondence with persons who in- 
vested in the 7 per cent notes of the 
Lewis Publishing Co., issued after 1907, 
Putnam said form letter, signed with a 
rubber stamp of his signature, were sent 
to inquirers. Girls in the offices se- 
lected the letters from an assortment 
written by Lewis, he said, using their 
own judgment as to which best an- 
swered the inquirer’s questions. 

He was asked who originated the rub- 
ber stamp signature plan. 

“IT think it just grew,” he replied. 

In answer to further questions he said 
Lewis did not have legal advisers at 
University City in 1907 and 1908, but that 
former Judge Barclay took up his quar- 
ters there in 1909. 

Putnam said the first of the 7 per 
cent notes were secured by deeds of; 
trust to small parcels of real estate, the 
second by a $150,000 mortgage on the

The Accusations Made. 

That Lewis personally, and his three 
principal corporations, the Lewis Pub- 
lishing Co., the University Heights 
Realty and Development Co. and the 
Development and Investment Co., were 
approximately »:,000,000 in debt in July, 
1910, when Lewis conceived the deben- 
ture scheme as a solution of his finan- 





Attorney Houts in his preliminary state- 
ment to the jury Tuesday. 
The Debenture Scheme. 

The debenture scheme, Houts assert- 
ed, was created to shift the indebted- 
ness from the Lewis corporations. The 
debentures were nothing more than the 
premissory notes of Lewis, secured, 
Houts declared, by the worthless stocks 


of the Lewis corporations. 


As an evidence of the character of 
the stocks, Houts declared, the Lewis 
Publishing Co., between 1904 and 1911, 
lost $1,600,000. All the time Lewis was 
advertising it to be the greatest and 
most profitable publishing concern on 
earth, the District Attorney set forth. 
With all of the other Lewis corpora- 
tions deeply in debt, Houts said, their 
stock had no value at the time it was 
offered ag security for the debentures. 
Lewis was well aware of this fact from 
reports made to him day by day by his 
employes, he declared. 

L. B. Tebbetts’ Name Used. 

Lewis first advertised the debenture 
scheme in July, 1910, Houts said. His first 
statement appeared over the signature 
of L. B. Tebbetts, a former farm itmple- 
ment dealer, who had become connected 
with Lewis as chairman of the Board of 
Directors of his Savings Trust company, 
and as a member of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the American Woman’s League. 

“The advertisement asserted that the 
value of the Lewis properties was over 
$9,000,000 and that the indebtedness 
against them was less than # per cent 
of their value,’’ Houts said. ‘The ad- 
vertisement purported to quote the re- 
port of a committee strongly recom- 
mending the debenture plan. It went 
on to say that Lewis had great proper- 
ties of immense value; that the debts of 
the corporations could easily be paid by 
the sale of the properties, but that the 
committee did not think it was wise to 
sacrifice the profits that would accrue 
later by selling the property at that 
time. 

The Government’s Case. 

“The Government will show,’’ contin- 
ued Houts, “‘that there never was any 
such committee of business men and 
bankers as represented in this adver- 
tisement; that L. B. Tebbetts, whose 
name was signed to the advertisement, 
never heard of the debenture plan un- 
til he saw it in the paper; that the ad- 
vertisement was written and published 
by Lewis without the knowledge of any- 
one else, and that no members of any 
committee subscribed for $10,000 worth of 
these debentures as Lewis stated they 
had.”’ 

The District Attorney charged that 
Lewis got in $100,000 worth of secured 
notes in exchange for the debentures, 
and about $223,000 in cash. The money 
and notes,| he charged, Lewis took out 
of the Savings Trust Co., where they 
had been deposited, and used them to

by the House and pending in the Council 
requires $5000 compensation for the alley 
between the Syndicate Trust and Cen- 
tury buildings, desired by Scruggs, Van- 
dervoort & Barney. The Mayor also 
mentioned the fact that the Lemp Brew- 
ery was required to pay $4000 for the 
vacating of a single T-shaped alley. 

Mayor Calls It Inconsistent. 
‘The Assembly is acting inconsistently 
in this matter,’’ said Mayor Kreismann. 
“The policy of this administration is to 
muke a reasonable charge for public 
property vacated for private use, and 
{ cannot sanction a free gift in one 
case while compensation is required in 
other cases.”’ 

The Mayor made the same statement 
Tuesday evening to James Harris, man- 
ager of the Diesel Engine Co., which 
plans to acquire the South Side tract 
from the Busch interests when the mat- 
ter of street vacation has been set- 
tled, Harris, much elated at the unani- 
mous vote of the Council, went direct- 
ly*to the Mayor’s office and told him 
about it. He was somewhat surprised 
when the Mayor remarked, ‘Well, I 
shall veto it.” 

The uncil’s vote on the bill was. 
preceded by a secret caucus, which 12 of 
the 18 members attended. It was agreed 
that all should vote as the majority 
determined. In the caucus, four voted 
to attach a compensation clause to the 
bill, and eight voted to make no charge. 
When the bill came up, all 12 voted for 
it in the form approved by the major- 
ity, and Councilman Leahy, who had 
not attended the caucus, added his af- 
firmative vote. 

The four who voted, In the caucus, for 
compensation for the city, were Caul- 
field, Rower, Evers and President Gund- 
lach. 

. Caucus New at City Hall. 

The caucus method, as applying to the 
ertire Council, is a new thing at the 
city hall, and provoked much comment. 
There heretofore have been majority 
combines which determined the fate of 
legislation, but the inclusion of the 
whole body is a new idea. The effect 
of the caucus method is to take the 
discussion of public business out of 
public hearing, and the advantage of 
including all the members is that no 

* mipority is left to protest in the pub- 
lic meetings. ' 

“Let's go in and pull it off,” said one 
of the Councilmen in inviting the other 
members into the caucus. 

“They ran the steam roller over us,” 
said Councilman Evers after the caucus. 
“We could have voted against the bill 
on the floor of the Council,” he added, 
“but we saw no use putting up a fight, 
knowing we were beaten before we be- 
gan.” 

As the bill was passed unanimously 
in the Council, and almost unanimously 
in the House, it can be passed over the 
Mayor's veto if its original supporters 
stand together. The Council thus far 
has been on good terms with the Mayor, 
but political alfances at the city hall 
have changed so rapidly of late that no 
certainty is felt about any existing ar- 
rangement. 

The supporters of the Busch vacation 
bill urged its passage on the ground 

that a factory is to occupy the land, and 

that concessions should be made by the 
city to get new factories. The Diesel 
_ Engine Co., it Is understood, is to ac- 
quire the property from the Busch in- 
terests, after the streets have been va- 
cated, for $155,000. 

Some of the residents of that part of 
the city have pointed out that the pro- 

_ posed street vacations would leave no 
_ @utlet from Broadway to the river for a

LONDON. March ius sheet political 
fruits of the great coal strike, for which 
the Government is blamed, is the defeat 
of the Government candidate in South 
Manchester by 59 votes. The defeat 
is all the more significant, as the candi- 
date in question is Sir A. A. Haworth, 
who sought re-election on his appoint- 
ment as junior lord of the treasury. 

The defeat of Haworth, which gives 
the Unionists their sixth by-election vic- 
tory since the last election. is the great- 
est rebuff the Government has yet suf- 
fered. The magnitude of the turnover 
of voters—from a Radical majority of 
2542—has surprised everybody and is re- 
garded as a bad omen for the Govern- 
ment. 

“Resign,” Cry the Unionists. 

When .news of the victory reached the 
House of Commons there was the great- 
est excitement,. the Unionists cheering 
themselves hoarse and shouting ‘“Re- 
sign! Resign!”’ at the ministers. Unless 
a speedy solution of the coal: difficulty 
is arrived -at it is predicted a minis- 
terial crisis will result. 

Although meetings held throughout 
the country indorsed the unyielding at- 
titude of the miners and of some of the 
cwners, there is a more hopeful feeling 
in London. It is reported that miners’ 
leaders are convinced a great blunder 
was made in refusing the offer of the 
Government to introduce a bill embody- 
ing the principle of the minimum wage. 

Keir Hardie, generally an irreconcil- 
able, expressed the opinion that the men 
would be back at work in eight days. 
Meanwhile, nearly 500,00 workmen 
ceased work today, and tomorrow their 
ranks will be swollen by hundreds more. 

The shortage of trains in the rush 
hours caused dangerous overcrowding at 
all the London terminals today. 

One Cross-Channel Steamer. 

At Newcastle another 1000 men were 
added to those who have been thrown 
out of work on account of the coal 
strike. 

The train service is being curtailed fur- 
ther- in all parts. The cross-channel 
service between France and England 
has been reduced to one steamer daily 
on the line running between Folkstone 
and .Boulegne. 

Much was hoped for from the meet- 
ing called for today of all the mine 
owners. The Executive Committee of 
the Miners’ Federation is also in Lon- 
don and efforts will be made to bring 
the disputants together and so end the 
throttling of the nation’s trade. 

In consequence of the strike the sail- 
ing of the American Line steamships 
Philadelphia and New York at South- 
ampton for New York March 13 and 
March 20, respectively, have been can- 
celed. 

Both the Scottish and Welsh coal 
owners met respectively at Glasgow and 
Cardiff and it was subsequently an-

Miners Ask 20 Per Cent Increase 
in Wages, Eight-Hour Day 
and a New System. 


TO OFFER A COMPROMISE 


Agreement in Both Bituminous 
and Anthracite Fields Will Ex- 
pire March 31.

Iurcau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 6.—The anthracite 


coal operators who last week took un; 
der advisement nine demands made by 
the United Mine Workers of America for 
increased pay, recognition of the union 
and other concessions have instructed a 
committee to draw a written answer re- 
fusing every demana. 

The refusal does not mean that a coal 
strike is inevitable. If the union wishes 
to offer a compromise it will have to 


| present it at the joint conference, 


week from today, when each demand 


will be discussed with the miners’ dele-' 


gates. It is likely the meetings wil? oc- 
cupy days, if not weeks. 

The agreement under which the miners 
are now working expires at noon, March 
31. If no new agreement is reached by 
that time, 170,000 anthracite miners will 
leave the mines. At the same hour 
about as many bituminous miners, whose 
agreement also expires and who, like 
their brothers, are fighting for higher 
wages, may quit ‘work. This virtually 
would stop coal: mining in this country 
and in 30 days cause the greatest coal 
famine this country has ever known, 
The committee will report to the oper- 
ators at 2 p. m., next Monday. An 
adjournment then will be taken ‘until 
the joint conference meets. The answer 
then will be handed to John P. White, 
president of the United Mine Workers. 

Miners to Play Next Card. 

“It will be up to the miners then to 
suggest a compromise if they wish to,” 
said the president of one of the great 
coal] carrying railroads. ‘““They will have 
to play the next card and this undoubt- 
edly will open a general discussion. Per- 
sonally, I think there will be a cessation 
of work in the mines, but I hope that it 
will not last long.”’ 

E. B. Thomas, president of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad, presided at the meet- 
ing. Forty-seven ‘railroads and coal 
companies were represented. The oper- 
ators were in session less than half an 
hour. 

When President White left New York 
for Indianapolis last week to confer with 
the district presidents in the bituminous 
fields, he expected the miners’ demands 
would be refused, but he did not think 
the operators would make known their 
position ‘until the joint conference. He 
was aware, it is said, that concessions 
must be made by the miners and that 
in framing the demands he had this fact 
in mind. It also may be said on excel- 
lent authority, that a compromise agree- 
ment will be drafted, if it is not already 
in writing, and offered at the confer- 
ence. 5 

The day he left the city the miners’ 
president said that, while he wished to 
avoid a strike, concessions from the 
present agreement would have to be 
made by the operators or both bitumin- 
ous and anthracite miners would be 
called out. He estimated that out of 
700,000 miners, 500,000 would stand by the 
union. 

The operators are no more willing to 
close their mines than are the miners 
to have them closed. They fully realize 
a long strike will mean the loss of mil- 
lions of dollars, close factories and 
throw an army of people out of work. 
At the same time they say the de.- 
mands are unreasonable and to grant 
them would force a sharp advance in 
the price of coal. 

Month’s Supply on Hand. 

One of the operators said: 

“We have on hand, I think, enough 
coal to last a month. By that time the 
country will feel the pinch. We have 
reason to believe that not over 20,000 of 
the 170,000 miners in the anthracite re- 
gion belong to the union, but virtually 
all can be called out. The young men 
run the union and the older ones will fol- 
low their lead. 

“At the same time the miners don’t 
want to be called out and they will do 
a lot of talking before they vote to 
strike. The anthracite workmen haven't 
much cash in the treasury and have 
saved little. The bituminous miners 
have more money, but if they stop 
working and have to support themselves 
end their anthracite brethren their 
funds will soon run out.” 

The miners say this is the first time 
the bituminous and anthracite workers 
have agreements ending simultaneously: 
that the operators realize a strike will 
cost them enormous sums: that little 
coal has been stored; that the oper- 
ators are in no position to refuse a com- 
promise and that union and nonunion 
workmen will walk out when the order 
is given. Hence, they feel confident they 
will get concessions. i 


Might Accept 10 Per Cent,

Senator Dixon So Asserts in 
Backing Up Challenge for Na- 
tion-Wide Primary. 


jANSWER IS TO M’KINLEY 


President’s Director Had De- 
manded to Know if Colonel 
Had Asked for Test by Vote.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Another 


letter was added todav te jhe literature 
of the presidential primary ‘“‘challenge’”’ 
episode. Col. Roosevelt's manager, Sen- 
ator Dixon, replying to the demand of 
Director McKinley of the Taft bureau 
to know by whom Dixon had been given 
authority to issue the primary challenge 
to the Taft forces, said: 

“In addressing you, I acted as the 
representative of the ‘men elected 


by popuiar vote to stand as the heads 
of the government of their several 
states’ to whom Col, Roosevelt's let- 
ter of Feb. 24 was sent.” 

Senator Dixon charges the Taft forces 
with ‘“‘seeking to evade the issue through 
the subterfuge of appearing to question 
my authority in submitting the primary 
proposition to you.”’ 

He declares his authority to issue 
the challenge is based on Col. Roose- 
velt’s letter to the Western governors 


Feb. 24, in which he announced his 
readiness, to accept a nontination, 
and expressed the hope that direct pres- 


idential primaries would be arranged 
for in every state. 

“No clearer authority for my challenge 
could be had,” said Senator Dixon in 
his letter. 

To Smoke Roosevelt Out, 

Chairman McKinley of the Taft cam- 
paign committee was not at the head- 
quarters when Senator Dixon’s second 
letter was delivered today. It was ack- 
nowledged there, however, that the an- 
swer of McKinley last night to Senator 
Dixon’s chailenge was designed to ascer- 
tain whether Col. Roosevelt had author- 
ized the organization of the ‘Roosevelt 
Mxecutive Committee” and had selected 
Senator Dixon to conduct an active cam- 
paign for him. 

Senator Dixon conveyed the proposal 
for a nation-wide primary test between 
Roosevelt and Taft in a letter to Me- 
Kinley, as director of the national Taft 
bureau. 

Director McKinley sent a letter to 
Senator Dixom asking if the proposal 
were made with the authority of Col. 
Roosevelt, and algo asking if. Senator 
Dixon were acting as Chairman of the 
Roosevelt Executive Committee either 
by selection or authority of the Colonel. 

Dixon’s Letter in Part. 

Senator Dixon’s letter was in part as 
follows: 

“My Dear Mr. McKinley: 

“For the purpose of determining def- 
initely whether the Republican voters 
of the country desire Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt or President Taft as their can- 
didate in the approaching presidential 
campaign, I hereby challenge you to a 
test by means of primaries in every 
state in the Union.’’ 

Senator Dixon states that the obvious 
purpose of both the Republican cam- 
paign committees is to elect a Repub- 
ican next fall; that both are interested 
primarily in the success of the party; 
and that the first requ{site to such suc- 
cess is to choose the candidate with 
the greatest popular strength. 

“We ought to have a free and volun- 
tary expression of opinion directly from 
the voters, who will carry the ballots 
that will determine finally the verdict at 
the polls,” the letter continues. “The 
time to find out what the voters want 
is before the nomination is made, rather 
than afterward. It will be too late after 
the convention is held.” 

Senator Dixon states that the National 
Committee was not justified in leaving | 
the primary question to the action of 
the states. 

“In every state and district in the 
Union proper arrangements can be mad: 
and effeetively carried out,” he says 
“for securing a free and voluntary ex: 
pression of the will of the Republican 
voters. If it cannot be done by a state. 
wide primary, which would be prefer- 
able, it can be arranged for districts, 
under the supervision of proper commit- 
tees.”” 

Wants Primaries Arranged. 

The letter calls attention to the va- 
rious states where arrangements have 
been or are being made for primaries 
and adds: 

“With your co-operation, similar ar- 
rangements no doubt can be effected in 
all other states where legislatures are 
not now considering the enactment of 
presidential preférence. primary laws. I 
am informed that in several states where 
the presidential preference primary ques- 
tion is awaiting legislative action, the 
influgpce of men who are working with 
you is cast determinedly in opposition. 
Your co-operation with me in such 
states no doubt Would result in the 
enactment of these laws and the con- 
siderable spread thereby of the presiden- 
tial preference primary under direct le- 
gal sanction by the State. 

“Let me call your attention again to 
the fact that Col. Roosevelt has de- 
clared repeatedly that he is not an ac- 
tive candidate for the nomination, but 
will accept it if it comes to him as 
the demand of the voters of the party. 
His letter to Mr. Moore of Pittsburg, 
gent out by your headquarters last 
night and published in the newspapers 
this morning, is an additional proof of 
this attitude and of the fact that in 
now saying he will accept the nomina- 
tion under the conditions specified he ts’ 
merely responding to a popular demand.

ig. the time one was listening to 

A Sirota, the Cantor of Warsaw, at 

the Odeon on Tuesday evening, it 

was with a sort of heartache born of the 

thought that so great a tenor voice as 

his has been lost to opera during the 

splendid period of the older opera’s de- 

velopment into the newer music drama 
of the present day. 


The big, black-bearded, soft-eyed sing- 
er of the synagogues would have been 
a royal figure in the world where now 
Caruso reigns supreme. He has the 
warrant of such kingship in his throat. 
He has the physical presence of the 
player of heroic roles. And, too, he has 
the temperament necessary to. their 
playing and their singing—the biend of 
passion and of tenderness that sounds a 
ery so irresistible to the imaginations of 
a master-singer’s audience. 

Much has happened to diminish the 
possibilities of the Sirota voice and of 
the Sirota dramatic temperament. The 
chanting of sacred scores but rarely de- 
mands of such a voice as his its fullest 
and sweetest utterance. All too fre- 
quently it endangers the organ by its 
requirement of the ancient ‘quaver and 
the quaint transition of tone that at- 
tach to the lyric voicing of prayer and 
melodic phrasing of a formal litany. 

Almost without cessation, too, the key- 
note of such singing is a reverent repres- 
sion, a sort of veiled and holy use of the 
voice, which, properly impressive as an 
adjunct of religious worship, is almost 
cruelly regardless of the beautiful po- 
tentialities of the voice itself as a ma- 
jestic musical instrument. 


Yet, fortunately, this is not always so. 
There are certain tremendous emotional 
moments in the Psalms of David when 
the poet-King of Judah sounds magnifi- 
cent human cries, the cries of world- 
sorrow, of the presage of racial tragedy, 
of exultant faith, of overwhelming re- 
ligious rapture, and it is here, in these 
rare moments, that a great. singing 
voice comes into its own. It was here 
that Sirota’s voice claimed its supremest 
triumph, with but one exception, on 
Tuesday evening. 


The one exception, resolving . itself 
into the night’s biggest moment, was 
when, with bared head because now he 
was not intoning the canticles of his 
church, the Jewish tenor invaded the 
field Of Italian opera and braved com- 
parison with Caruso in a singing of 
“Celeste Aida’’ which revealed to the 
fullest the rich glory of his natural 
voice. It was a noble achievement. 

The Sirota voice is not highly - culti- 
vated, but, by nature’s own bounty, it is 
one of the greatest tenors in the world 
today. In sheer love of the test, one 
could easily believe, it met the trying 
demands of the Verdi score with an ease 
almost incredible. It is a big, robust, 
ringing tenor, precisely the organ called 
for by the Radames role, and, as Si- 
rota sang, he seemed-to feel the martial 
inspiration of this role, using his voice 


truthfulness. 


In tenderness, also, it was a lovely 
voice, the famous “heart note’ of Ca- 
ruso ‘more than once thrilling the souls 
of its hearers with a delight until now 
thought to be impossible of conferring 
by any but Caruso himself. it’s a 
poignant little ‘honey-throated throb of 


, emotional utterance, this ‘“‘Caruso heart 


note,”” and one could scarcely credit 
shy, nervous, operatically untrained 
singer whose very name, a month ago, 
was unknown to us of the Western 
Hemisphere. The long-continued ap- 
plause that followed this number testi- 
fied eloquently to the house’s instant 
recognition of Sirota’s tenor greatness. 
But there was no encore granted, 
either now or at any other time dur- 
ing the evening’s curious revelation. Yet 
Sirota gave frequent justification for

PRISONER ESCAPES 
FROM WORKHOUSE 
CLIMBS A CLIFF 


He Gets a Good Lead on Guards 
and Changes His 
Clothing. 





Thomas Creed, a workhouse prisoner, 
escaped from two guards Tuesday after- 
noon while helping five other prisoners 
pump water from the quarry, and ran 
about two miles, to Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and Neosho street, before he was 
recaptured. 

Five blocks south of the workhouse 
he exchanged his brown prison uniform 
for overalls and a jumper found in a 
handcar shanty. Nine blocks further 
south he climbed about 100 feet up a 
steep and slippery bluff, making his 
way slowly by means of a stairway 
chopped in the clay. 

Richard Hatton and Daniel Hurley, 
the guards in charge of the gang, 
brought other guards to the quarry by 
firing their rifles in the air and then 
started after Creed.

Minister Calhoun Says American 
Soldiers Are Needed in Tien 
Tsin to Keep Order. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—American 
Minister Calhoun has called on Major- 
General Bell at Manila for more Amer- 
ican troops for China service. Gen. Bell 
has informed the War Department and 
it is expected that he will dispatch the 


remaining battalion of the Fifteenth | 


Infantry, numbering about 700 men, to 
Tien Tsin at once. 

Minister Calhoun reported that Brit- 
ish missionaries in Chihli Province 
have been attacked and that native 
Christians in the Provinee of Shantung 
have been massacred. 

Republican troops are reported to be 
leaving Chefoo today for Tientsin. 

The Minister adds that while no im- 
mediate danger threatens Pekin, addi- 
tional troops are needed at Tientsin, 
where foreign troops are assisting the 
Chinese officials in preserving order. 
Moreover, foreign military occupation 
of the railway from Pekin to Tientsin 
may become necessary. 

By Associated Press. 

PEKEN, March 6.—F. Day, a mission- 
ary, belonging to the Church of England 
Mission and attached to the district of 
Pao-Ting-Fu, was killed today by mu- 
tinous Chinese soldiers. 

Day, Bishop Charles P, Scott of the 
North China diocese and another mis- 
sionary, F. S. Hughes, were making a 
regular tour of the mission stations in 
the vicinity of Pao-Ting-Fu. Arriving 
at Tien Chwang Ying, Bishop Scott sent 
Day and Haghes to Chin Chow to get 
letters. The «wo missionaries found mu- 
tinous soldiers sacking the town. 

These commandeered the missionaries’ 
carts and, on: the missionaries attempt- 
ing to recover them, Day was killed. 
Hughes took refuge in the town hall, 
where he still remains. 

A British attache from the legation 
here, accompanied by & detachment of 
eight British soldiers, left this morning 
for Chin Chow to rescue Hughes. 

Gen. Li Yuen Heng, the Vice-President 
of the Chinese republic, is leaving Wu- 
Chang for Nanking, where he will take 
the oath as proxy for Yuan Shi Kai, the 
President-Elect of the republic. 

Teng Sho Yai is also proceeding from 
Pekin to Nanking to take the oath as 
Premier. When these formalities have 
been completed, the entire Republican 
Cabinet will come to Pekin at once. 
Foreign Troops Prepare Plan _ for 

Defense in Tientsin, 

TIENSTIN, March 6.—The comman- 
ders of the foreign detachments sta- 
tioned here have an elaborate plan for 
the joint patrolling of the city when 
necessary. Japanese troops have ar- 
rived from Manchuria. 

The Chinese authorities, it is reported, 
have requested the immediate dispatch 
of Cninese troops to Tientsin to main- 
tain order. It is regarded as certain 
that the commanders of detachments 
of foreign troops will not allow Chinese 
reinforcements to approach within seven 
miles of Tientsin and will not permit 
the terms of the protocol in regard to 
the foreign concessions to be broken 
in any way. 

Workers on the railroad at Hsin-Ho, 
between Tienisin and the coast, where 
there are large stores, have appealed 
for protection. A steamer crew report- 
ed that Chinese troops had been seen 
crossing the river in that neighbor- 
hood.

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PREPARE FOR THE CANAL, 
In his address at the Business Men’s League’s 


Luncheon, Dr. Crowell of the Wall Street Jour- 
nal gave St. Louis a timely warning of the neces- 
sity of preparation to profit by the great trade 
changes and opportunities which will grow out 
of the completion of the Panama Canal. The 
canal will shorten by thousands of miles the water 
route between Europe and the Pacific and between 
the eastern half of this continent and all Pacific 
seaports. 

He pointed out that the Mississippi Valley, 
with St. Louis as its central metropolis, would 
enjoy the greatest possibility of benefit. The 
realization of the profit of the vast trade terri- 
tory brought into quick communication with St. 
Louis hangs upon our giving the city the ad- 
vantages of a seaport through cheap water trans- 
portation. In short, the larger opportunities of 
the canal route depend upon utilizing to the full 
facilities for water transportation on the Mis- 
sissippi. That alone will meet the conditions of 
competition and of transportation demanded for 
the developing of new sources of trade. 

One of the suggestions which made the great- 
est impression on the minds of the St. Louisans 
who recently visited Panama was the folly of 
disbanding the superb working organiz#uon and 
throwing away the efficient machinery now en- 
gaged in the construction of the canal. The or- 
ganization and the machines should be used for 
other great projects which the United States 
Government must undertake in the near future. 
To what better use could they be. put than con- 
structing the projected 14 feet through the valley 
and the improving of the Mississippi’s tributaries? 
Great economies would be gained by handling 
this work as the Panama task has been handled. 
It would cost far less in the end than the slow 
improvement by present wasteful methods, while 
the benefits of the completed improvements 
would quickly repay the cost. 

Lyman E. Cooley, after a careful analysis of 
the valley’s condition, concluded that it is im- 
possible to supply our transportation needs by 
railroads. The work could not kee~ up with ‘the 
demand. The cost of railroad construction, main- 
tenance and operation would be vastly greater 
than the cost of river improvement—so great, in 
fact, as to be almost rrohibitive. 

The 14-foot channel is imperative and inevitable. 
The sooner it is made the better for St. Louis. 
Every pound of energy St. Louis can give to it 
and enlist for it should be applied to its accom- 
plishment. 

Meanwhile the projected barge line should be 
put in operation. It will serve as a rate regu- 
lator and ag a useful supplement to rail trans- 
portation. It will be a valuable aid to the greater 
pruject. 

“Prepare for the canal opening,” is the slogan 
among the business men of the world. Other na- 
tions, other cities fully realize the value of pre- 
paredness and are at work. If St. Louisans do 
not awaken fully to the necessity of readiness, 
the opportunity of the city’s history will be lost. 
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The foreman of the jury at Minneola, L. I., will 
undoubtedly be further reminded that guilt is per- 
sonal.

Thus, when the old postoffice is 
removed, as the Federal Government in- 
tends it shall be, the memorial, standing 
directly in front of the city hall, will be

Resolution Cites Great Honor. 


It read as follows: 

“Whereas, A movement is under way, 
founded by Joseph Pulitzer, for the erec- 
tion of a monument to the memory of 
Thomas Jefferson, author of the Declara- 

ion of Independence, third President of 
the United States of America, eminent 
as patriot, statesman and jurist, and 
one of the makers of America; and, 

Whereas, It has been determined by 
those engaged in this noble work that 
this monument shall be erected within 
the confines of the City of New York, a 
distinction and an ‘honor of which the 
people of our great municipality may 
justly be proud because of the unique 
position held by Thomas Jefferson in 
the history of the nation; therefore 

“Resolved, That the Commissioner of 
Parks, for the boroughs of Manhattan 
and Richmond, subject to such approval 
as may be ‘necessary by the Art Com- 
mission of the City. of New York, be and 
hereby is requested to set aside the 
space in the southeast section of the 
City Hall Park, now occupied by a 
fountain “which is in disuse most of the 
time, as an eligible site upon which to 
erect the foregoing contemplated monu- 
ment to the memory of Thomas Jeffer- 
gon.
